HUAMBC PROVINCTAL ASSEMBLY MEETING--Huambo--The second special session of the 
Huambo Provincial People’s Assembly, which was held last Wednesday in this 
city, elected Lt Col Joao Ernesto dos Santos (Liberdade) as president of that 
supreme organ of the provincial government. During the session --which was 
presided over by the outgoing president, Santana Andre Pitra (Petroff)--the 
deputies expressed their views concerning the opinion rendered by the secre- 
tariat of the Commission on Planning, Finance, Labor and Social Security and 
also concerning the provincial technical economic plan for the coming year. 
Following the period of discussion and analysis, the People’s Provincial 
Assembly approved the draft of the technical economic and industrial plan ani 
incorporated therein certain minor modifications in response to the improper 
consumption of raw materials, secondary products and other items by Luanda and 
Benguela Provinces to the detriment of Huambo Province. It aJso approved the 
draft of the technical economic plans for agriculture and corn.truction. With 
respect to engineering projects, the session demanded immediate restoration of 
the Kuma-Katala stretch of the paved highway linking Huambo and Lubango, the 
present condition of which is not consonant with the priority it deserves. 

The draft of the technical economic plan for commercial transportation (of the 
Ministry of Home Trade) was slightly modified to adapt it to existing condi- 
tions, in response to the improper consumption, in Luanda and Benguela Provin- 
ces, of goods destined for the interior of the country. The assembly took 
note of the lack of technical plans in this sector and analyzed the situation 
of certain private companies in the sector which by virtue of their importance 
play a major role in the harmonious development of the provinces specifically, 
Bolid Stand, Casa de Rolamentos, UTI [expansion unknown |, and Robert Hudson. 
Also approved was a technical economic plan for communal development.

LANGUAGE COOPERATION WITH BRITAIN--Forty of the total of 60 student partici- 
pants have passed the first of the English language courses to be given at tlie 
installations of the Angola Diamond Company (DIAMANG).

In his address Peter Gallegos, technical 
director of services for the Diamond Corporation of London (which provided all 
the instructional and technical materials used in the course), said that the 








course was offered within the framework of the cooperation program in effect 
between Great Britain and our country. Continuing, he stressed the work accom- 
plished by the British instructor as a result of her tireless efforts through- 
out the course. For his part the superintendent of DIAMANG, Engineer Makerda 
Ambroise, congratulated the recent graduates and expressed his conviction that 
within the near future they would attain a working knowledge of the English 
languagee The DIAMANG superintendent concluded by announcing that 12 of the 
graduates of the course will soon be attending a 5-year course in diamond 
appraisal to be given in London. He urged the graduates to apply themselves 
with increasing diligence to their study of English so as not to lose the 
skills acquired during the coursee The closing ceremony for this first course 
in English given for DIAMANG workers was attended by workers of the company, 
uests, and persons connected with the embassy of Great Britain in Angola.

FEAR OF EUROPEANS OVER LIBREVILLE CRIME WAVE EXAGGERATED

[Excerpts] The traditional reputation of the Gabonese capital has suffered 
over the past several months. It is a city with a provincial look that is 
still cramped in its mixed forms of greenery, combining high elephant grass, 
the "sisongo," with numerous kinds of fruit trees that resist too rapid 
urbanization. 


Indeed, its atmosphere of calm and security has experienced acknowledged 
deterioration because of a few spectacular events resulting from big-time 
criminal acts: armed aggression, daytime robbery, rape of European women, 
crimes of passion. 


During the peak or these many incidents last May and June, panic had reached 
such proportions among the European residents that a French delegation was 
set up to ask the consulate to have the Gabonese authorities intervene. Upon 
inquiry, these people seized with panic are among the temporary residents who 
have come to Gabon on a 2-year contract and are generally unaware of the 
realities of the country, living in isolation with a directly imported style 
of life. The real residents, who have been living in Africa or Gabon for 10 
or 20 years, smiled at this naive hue and cry. 


Nevertheless, this uneasiness was taken into consideration at a high level 
since President Omar Bongo received the elected representatives of the French 
citizenry, Messrs Morelli and Lassere, and gave them the assurance that the 
security of foreigners--just as for the Gabonese themselves--would be 
increased. 


The series of armed robberies and attacks on private homes of several 
inhabitants produced justified commotion in a city that was supposed to be 
one of the safest in Africa. The wife of a French professor at the university 
had been kidnapped last April by a gang later identified as being that of 
Jesus Mba, a former hired man of Macias Nguema Biyogo, the Equatorial Guinea 
dictator who came to Gabon with weapons and baggage after the coup d'etat of 

3 August 1979 had made life impossible for him. 








This former Equatorial Guinea soldier, who was at first vegetating in the 
native quarters of the capital, had succeeded in setting up a well-organized 
gang with several of his compatriots and other accomplices of various 
nationalities. Having firearms at their disposal, they succeeded in increas- 
ing violent acts of aggression in Libreville: break-in of the Chinese 
restaurant "The Pavillon Celeste" [The Celestial Pavilion], kidnaping of the 
wife of the French professor with ill treatment, car thefts.... 


The organization of the "Jesus Mba gang" had no cause to be jealous of certain 
military units. Some 30 individuals work under the orders of Jesus Mba on an 
irregular schedule: every night, they move about in stolen cars with precise 
assembly points for the men once they have returned from their "missions." 
Therefore, each confederate is assigned a break-in task that he carries out. 
He then puts the equipment or loot in a nearby hiding place. Before dawn, 

the cars proceed in "picking up the personnel" as well as the loot. 


This system, both organized and compartmertalized, has permitted this gang to 
amass an astonishing amount of stolen goods and sometimes weapons, as, for 
example, a gun seized from a night watchman or an automatic revolver that the 
bandits would not hesitate using. This tactic broke down the night when a 
confederate attacked a guard of the Gabonese Services Company at the "Le 
Pavillon Celeste" restaurant, when a patrol car arrived at the place. The 
aggressor, a certain Samuel Mezui, was subdued and "caressed," the usual term 
employed here, until he revealed the hideout. 


The arrest of the gang leader, Jesus Mba, seized in his bed, was eventful 
since he fired on the police nearly striking Police Captain Ndinga. Mba was 
subsequently wounded in the abdomen and legs in the police return fire, and 
his gang was dismantled over the next few days during repeated raids. But as 
some one told us, we should have not illusions since "others have taken cover 
and will sooner or later reappear" because simply speaking these men have no 
means of living, no proper identity papers and are thus obliged to lead a 
clandestine life. 


The other leader of the gang whose arrest caused commotion in Libreville is 

a certain Lorencio Assoumou, about 30 years old and also of Equatorial Guinean 
nationality, working in league with Jesus Mba and also with the feared 
criminal Daniel Avie, a Gabonese with secret powers that puzzle both gendarues 
and police. Gendarmes told us without laughing that Daniel Avie, now being 
detained at the central prison of Gros Bouquet, "used to go right through the 
wall" and used to escape at will. 


Moreover, Lorencio Assoumou was arrested in Ntoum, a place located some 50 
kilometers from the capital, when he was getting ready to undergo a "special 
treatment" to acquire invulnerability, as his friends say, by having bullets 
change to water, etc. This leader rallied around him both Equatorial Guineans 
and Cameroonians some of whom are in prison: Damien Ndong (alias Bill), 
Cristobal Damien Nguema (alias the American) and other celebrities of that 
kind. As if the movies had its imitators only in developed countries.... 




















The constant dismantling of these well-organized gangs has given both the 
people and the police a respite. For several weeks--although police road- 
blocks continued to be put up in secondary quarters and alleys both during the 
day and night--a strange calm has reigned over Libreville. Over the entire 
period of the world soccer championship games, an equally curious coincidence, 
a “nothing to report" was noted, eyes being fixed on the exploits of the 

round ball more than on "hits" to be made. 


Two new acts of armed aggression took place in Libreville since 13 July 
probably carried out by the same group of three individuals possessing a 
pistol. The economist of the Advanced Teacher Training School was robbed of 
his suitcase containing student scholarships, while an official of the Hatton 
and Cookson Company was found tied to a chair, while the crooks made off with 
various objects and cash. While leaving, they leveled a pistol at the throat 
of the Gabonese Services Company guard, took him along in their taxi and 
dropped him off further on the edge of a road. 


Very characteristic of gangster methods, the use of fake beige or red-colored 
taxis is frequent. This bizarre tactic has resulted in making life impossible 
for honest taxi drivers in Libreville who are systematically subje t to police 
and gendarmery searches and inspections, all the more so since this kind of 
job hardly is enticing to the Gabonese, something that justifies the identity 
verification. 


Two phenomena of society, universal, of course, but new to Gabon, that an 
even summary analysis can easily distinguish, are at the bottom of this crime 
wave. Gabon is a country that had undergone a period of economic recession 
in 1978-1979 that produced a new phenomenon in Libreville and Port Gentil, 
namely unemployment. The shutdown or bankruptcy of many companies threw into 
the streets not only Gabonese workers who had come in from the villages, 
tempted by high wages but having no qualifications, but also thousands of 
African immigrants (Togolese, Beninese, Cameroonian, Equatorial Guinean) 
drawn by construction and public works companies. 


When unemployment set in, many of these expatriots could not or did not want 
to leave their homes for various reasons. The absence of a means of living, 
despite the still strong ethnic or family solidarity, did the rest: pro- 
gressively crime set in both among the African expatriots and the Gabonese 
nations. 


Mr Francois Thuries, deputy director of the SGS [Gabonese Services Company], 
who is on front line vigils at the time of burglaries and acts of aggression, 
told us that one thing was certain and that was that no European offenders 
had been noted in this kind of banditry. 


On the other hand, we would say, the Europeans are the first to experience a 
feeling of panic in the face of the wave of acts of aggression, break-ins, 
rapes, especially when one of their own compatriots is involved. Especially 
fanciful rumors have circulated in Libreville, such as the belief that the 
famous French anti-gang unit was going to intervene in Gabon--something that 
did not please the Gabonese security forces. 











Another very persistent rumor maintained that a container filled with weapons 
had been stolen from the port of Owendo, given the fact that several crimi- 
nals had firearms in their possession. Col Leon Ossiali, director of the 
intelligence service, formally denied this story, while Minister of Defense 
Julien Mpouho went on television on "The Dossiers of the RTG" [Gabonese Radio 
and Television] program and also challenged this crazy rumor. 


Why do the bandits aim at Europeans? Col Leon Ossiali explained to us that 
it was very simply because they look for those who have money, jewelry, cars, 
in this case the European community. Nothing to do with racism or the 
destabilization of the regime, a thesis which, of course, did not miss the 
rollcall. This surprising theory, in this atmosphere of absurd fear, main- 
tained that hired men, controlled by the clandestine MORENA [National 
Recovery Movement], had provoked incidents in the European community to cause 
the aid personnel and technical assistants to flee, something that wouid have 
disrupted the activities of the ee An enticing theory but it could not 
have been more fanciful.... 


In the face of this atmosphere of anxiety, Omar Bongo, the chief of state, 
revealed to journalists that he had actually written to several of his 
African peers to ask them what kind of fate to reserve for these jailbirds. 
Most, he commented amusingly, answered, "Put them in prison but above all do 
not send them back to us!" Only [Equatorial Guinean] President Teodoro 
Obiang Mbazogo allegedly asked him to put his bad compatriots on a plane and 
return them to Equatorial Guinea. 


Amesty International that is very closely following the situation in the 
latter country was sure to be concerned over the attitude President Omar 
Bongo would take: among the Equatorial Guinean criminals, we have said, are 
many belonging to the direct entourage of Macias Nguema, and their repatria- 
tion could signify an expeditious and disastrous fate for them. 


However, it would seem that the Gabonese chief of state would not decide on 
expulsion because, as he explained, all the Beninese and all the Cameroonians 
that Gabon had expelled have since returned. The same scenario would be 
repeated with the Equatorial Guineans in the sense that they would make their 
way to Nigeria and Rio Muni and would once again infiltrate Gabonese frontiers 
either by pirogue or by foot to find once again at last a more tranquil 
existence. Nevertheless, as he threatened, if these criminal acts continue, 
he would be forced to seek recourse in long-lasting solutions because, as he 
said, "I do not want Gabon toc become the Lebanon of Africa." 


Does this wave of crime have anything to do with recent political events in 
Gabon? No visible link exists between these two categories, and even Amnesty 
International admits at this time that the figure of 23 persons under deten- 
tion, officially declared by Minister of State for Territorial Administration 
Richard Nguema Bekale, is a likely one. An Ammesty International source told 
us that the figure of 200 prisoners, which had provoked the anger of President 
Omar Bongo, was reportedly due to a press agency error following the issuance 
of a communique of the latter organization. 








This wave of panic that swept over the European community of Gabon turned out 
to be ridiculously exaggerated by ignorant beings who were ready to compare 
big-time crime with clandestine political opposition. When one sees the 
bloody terrorist attacks that hold sway in Paris every week, the neurosis 
prevailing in the great American and European capitals, one then realizes 
that insecurity in Gabon is in the long run only a tempest in a teapot. The 
only bomb alert, following a threatening telephone call to the Spanish 


ambassador in Libreville, Mr Mariano Ucelay de Monteiro, was in the end...a 
false alert!

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NFEC BEGINS SCREENING ALL GOVERNMENT RECORDS

In an attempt to minimize cor- 
ruption of all forms in the coun- 
try, the National Force for the 
Eradication of Corruption 
(NFEC) has begun screening 
records of all government 
ministries, agencies and public 


corporations. 


NFEC was established 
in 1977 by the late 
president William Tol- 
bert to serve as a 
watch-dog on corrupt 


practices by government 
officials and employees. 


But the effectiveness 


of the bureau has over 
the years been 


seriously questioned by the 
public for the fact that corrup- 
tion continues to exist in almost 
all sectors of the Liberian socie- 
ty. 

In an interview yesterday, the 
Director of the bureau, Mrs. 
Claudia A. Nelson said that 
formerly, the NFEC only in- 
vestigated cases which were 
reported to it, ‘‘but now’’, she 
said, ‘‘we will divert from that 
trend and demand records from 
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any ministry, agency and public 
corporation”’ for scrutiny. 

‘‘The Head of State has 
already approved our request to 
do so,”’ Mrs. Nelson said. 

She said that the exercise is 
designed to save government 
from losing thousands of dollars 
through unscrupulous 
maneuvers by certain employees. 

The first phase of the move 
which involves the screening of 
payrolls, and LPA records from 
1980,. has already begun with 
four ministries, she said. 

Mrs. Nelson said through this 
special investigation by the 
NFEC, possible causes of 
payroll paddings would be 
discovered and reported. 

A number of payroll paddings 
have been reported in recent 
times at various government 
ministries and agencies including 
the Ministries of Education and 
Finance. | 

To make the move functional 
SO as to extend it to other parts 
of the country where corrupt ac- 
tivities: are also believed to be 
high, Mrs. Nelson said there is 
an urgent need for additional 
personnel and more logistic sup- 
port. 

‘‘The bureau has only two 
vehicles for use by its 40 
employees,’’ she pointed out. 
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Mrs. Nelson said ‘‘we will try 
to root out corrupt individuals in 
the country. 

Commenting on her agency 
merging with other security net- 
works, Mrs. Nelson said, 
because of the uniqueness of the 
functions of the NFEC, it can- 
not serve under any ministry, 
but the Head the State.”’ 

But she quickly added that 
‘“‘any time the PRC deems it 
necessary to do so, we will 


cooperate.”’ 
Mrs. Nelson added that after 


the first phase of the campaign, 
other forms of corruption, in- 
cluding costs of government 
leased houses, will be in- 
vestigated. 














CONCERN GROWING OVER SLOW MAIL DISTRIBUTION

There is growing concern in many quarters here 
over the slow pace at which mail is distributed 


within the country. 

One government ex- 
ecutive said it took him 
three weeks to get a telex 
message from Sinoe to 
Monrovia. 

The managing director 
of a major industrial 
enterprise in Buchanan, 
Grand Bassa County, has 
expressed sheer disgust at 
the ‘‘snail’s pace’’ at 
which mail is circulated 
between places as close as 
Monrovia and Buchanan. 

He told the Daily 
Qbserver that the Lone 
Star Insurance Company 
on August 3 mailed some 


important letters to his 
company, but he said, he 
did not receive them until 
September 3, a month 


later. 
He also said that the 


delay of those (and other 
important letters) had 
caused his company 
‘‘great embarrassment’’ 
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especially when they were 
about important insurance 
matters. 

The Regional 
Postmaster for Harbel, 
Buchanan and Rivercess, 
Mr. Jackson Williams, 
when contacted by our 
reporter to comment on 
the situation, shifted 
blame on the Central Of- 
fice of the Ministry of 
Posts and Telecom- 
munication in Monrovia. 

He explained that even- 
though there was no 
gasoline appropriation for 
the jeep provided him by 
his Ministry, yet he made 
it his duty to personally 
collect the mail from 
Monrovia at least once a 
week, to make the delivery 
system a little more effec- 
tive.

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MINISTRY OF COMMERCE CUTS PRICES OF SOME VEHICLES CONSUMER GOODS

The Ministry of Commerce 
has .educed the prices of cer- 
tain vehicles and consumer 
items on ihe Liberian market 
as a result of a new 
research and monitoring pro- 


gram undertaken by the 
ministry. 

According to a _ press 
release from the Commerce 
Ministry, the reduction is aim- 
ed at bringing relief to con- 
sumers throughout the coun- 
try in view of the present 
worldwide recession and in- 
flation. 

The release disclosed that 
the ministry has discovered 
that the recent rise in the 
value of the US dollar against 
other currencies, such as the 
Japanese yen, would affect 
the cost of certain imported 
products whenever we im- 
port goods into Liberia.” 

The release also said there 
are reductions in the prices of 
good items such as French 
and Gerinan wheat flour -- 
by more than two dollars, 
Saint Louise suvar by thirty- 
five cents, smoked herring, 
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“Exeter” corned beef and sar- 
dines by twenty-four cents, 
and tens cents respectively. 
The prices of Toyota Hilux 
Pick-up and Corrola Sedans, 
the release added, are now 
reduced approximately by 3 
per cent. The prices of Mazda 
323 Hatchback Sedan, pick- 
up 1600 and T200 are also 
reduced by 3.35 per cent, 
while the price of Mitsubishi 
mini bus is reduced from 
$9,376.00 to $7,651.00.

Endorsing the intention of 
union members at a meeting, 
the Executive Board also said 
the NUPAFAW has plans to 
apply for membership in 
other international and con- 
tinental workers unions. 

The decision reached dur- 
ing the meeting held at the 
Monrovia Vocational Train- 
ing Center in Gardnersville 
recently was part of resolu- 
tions by the National Ex- 
ecutive Board of NUPAFAW 
at a five-day leadership 
seminar held. 

The union, in a resolution 
document, called on the 
Liberian Federation of 
Labour Unions to appeal to 
the Government on their 
behalf for the repeal of 
Decree No. 12. _ 

The unionists maintained 
that although the PRC 
upholds unionism in the 
agricultural sector of the 
‘economy, Decree No. 12 “is 
seriously imparing and 
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repressing the progress and 
development of trade union 
movement”. 

They said the Decree No. 
12 “has afforded manage- 
ment the opportunity to 
vrongfully and illegally pro- 
voke labour to strike, know- 
ing well that the decree 
serves as a deterant” 

Decree No. 12 prohibits 
strikes throughout the coun- 
try. Upon assuming office as 
Justice Minister, Counsellor 
Winston A. Tubman told the 
press that his ministry would 
review all existing decrees 
with che view to advising the 
People’s Redemption Council 
on the usefulness of them all. 

The National Executive 
Board of NUPAFAW resolved 
that all efforts must be ex- 
erted by the entire labour 
union 
“discourage and denounce 
fragmental unions” which 
have “mushroomed” in re- 
cent times. 


The unionists said that the 
“mushroom or multiplicity of 
trade unionism be totally 
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discouraged from Liberia's 
trade union movement”. 

They argued that this 

multiplicity of union 
movements has weakened 
unions’ “bargaining power 
and its advocacy in Govern- 
ment ministries responsible 
for labour policy and 
matters”. 
--NUPAFAW also appealed 
for legislatior. and improve- 
ment of labour ‘aws. The 
union called for the “im- 
mediate repeal of the present 
ones since they are detrimen- 
tal to workers both in princi- 
ple and in nature”. 

The unionists appealed to 
government through the 
LFLU to make the present 
Appeal Board in the Labour 
Ministry an autonomous enti- 


ty. 

They asked that the board 
be “independent of Govern- 
ment and that the member- 
ship must compose of 
representatives from govern- 
ment, the management and 
labour.” 

“By this, it is envisaged that 
this body will operate. effi- 
ciently and effectively in the 
disposition of industrial pro- 
blems affecting management 
and labour", the resolution 
canclided.

RESULTS OF PLANTING, HARVESTING CAMPAIGN NOTED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 15 Oct 82 p 8 
[Article: "Initial Samplings Show: Campaign Will End Satisfactorily"] 


[Excerpt] Samplings from the areas cultivated in 1982, although they yield 
only provisional data, enable rural technicians to get a fairly definite 
idea of the acreages on which peanuts, cereals and other crops are grown. 
The results show that close to 324,181 hectares were sown this year in this 
region, including 158,437 hectares of peanuts, 151,917 hectares of millet, 
and 13,827 hectares of other crops. These figures were disclosed by the 
SODEVA [Agriculturai Popularization and Development Company] delegate at 
the Regional Development Commission meeting chaired by Governor Tidjane Ly. 


We should note that areas grown in peanuts were increased by 41,782 hec- 
tares. This increase is the result of recovery and protection measures, 
producer's price increase and the distribution of good-quality seeds. 


The hope for a return to normal rain conditions is also one of the factors 
which had a rather strong effect in inducing farmers--who had sought refuge 
in large urban centers--to return to a rural environment and devote then- 
selves to farming. 


Thus, the total amount of seeds, which had initially been set at 17.160 tons, 
increased by 5 percent to 17.917 tons, as a result of additional demands. 


As far as "souna" millet is concerned, the areas remained practically the 
same in 1982 as in 1981, the reporter pointed out; he went on to mention 
germination density samplings. The samplings showed that there were bet- 
ween 127,000 plants per hectare for the 55-437 [variety] in the Tivaouane 
department, and 121,000 plants for the 73-33 of level I, 110,000 plants 
for level II, and 104,729 plants for ordinary [varieties]. 


In the Thies department, the sampling revealed 116,500 plants per hectare 
for 55-432, 127,000 plants for 73-33 of level I, 1247,700 plants for 73-30 
of level II, and 111,096 plants for ordinary [varieties]. 
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In the Mbour departmert, the samplings revealed close to 88,366 plants per 
hectare for 73-33, close to 119,000 plants for 57-422, and 102,273 for 
ordinary [varieties], the reporter was to indicate. 


Differences observed in density, which is rather high as a whole, result 
from the fact that seeds were sown closer to one another, a practice which 
is increasingly adopted. 


The reporter recalled data concerning mineral fertilizers, large amounts of 
which were brought to location, whereas sales amounted to 452,750 tons, 
including 88.2 tons of urea. Ee regretted that so little fertilizer had 
been injected into the rural environment, the farmers having been caught 
unprepared for cash sales.

its circulation declined from 10,000 to 7,000 to 6,000 and to 3,000. Then, 
one day, circulation: zero.

FRG WHEAT DELIVERY--Following the signature of an agreement between the 
Republic of Senegal and the Federal Republic of Germany, the latter shipped 
to Senegal 2,000 tons of wheat worth 182 million CFA francs; this shipment 
just arrived in Dakar. The FRG government is thus supporting the Senegalese 
government's efforts to improve Senegal's food supplies. Proceeds from the 
sale of that wheat will be paid into a reserve fund managed by the Food 
Assistance Commission and allocated to the Food Safety Program which helps in 
the construction of warehouses in the various regions of Senegal, and to the 
purchase of cereals to build inventories against future shortages. Since 
1978, the FRU has supplied 16,500 tons of cereals to the Republic of Senegal, 
and invested 8.9 million DM (1.2 billion CFA francs) in the food safety 
program. This amount hes also made it possible to build 23 cereal warehouses 
with a capacity of 20,000 tons. The construction of 4 additional warehouses 
with a capacity of 4,000 tons is scheduled to start in November 1982 at

Country") 


[Text] One of the questions which is being raised regularly in South African 
politics (and everybody has the right to ask it) is where is P. W. Botha 
taking the country. What does he have in mind with his reform plans and 

what can he attain? Is he about to "sell out"? 


It is being said that there must be an ideal so that people will be able 

to know what their destiny will be like. The argument goes that without 

clarity in this respect there can be hardly any enthusiasm for the future 
and as a result suspicions will be rampant. 


Characteristic 


Now that the Nationalist Party will be holding its final congress (the Cape 
Province one) and the final seal will be affixed on the plans for a new 
constitutional order of things, it is appropriate to consider the question 
as to where this road is leading. 


Perhaps the answer is most easily to be found by looking at that section 
of the road which has already been traveled. This week marks the fourth 
year that Mr Botha has been in power and thus a clear picture can now be 
formed with regard to the course which he has undertaken. 


Is the most important characteristic not the fact that he has made honest 
and continuous efforts (despite the setbacks and abuses of the worst kind) 
to reconcile the people of South Africa and create a future of peace for 
the country without destroying one another? 


Is a better and more realistic ideal possible for this country? 


The interesting phenomenon is that, even in the preparatory work for this, 
the first salutary results have not been unnoticed. The high degree of 
racial peace which the country is enjoying.a proof of this--but then one 
realizes as we say this--how thin the ice of peace on which we are moving 
is. 
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The last few years have shown that in South Africa even the mere creation 

of expectations have already helped a great deal in defusing explosive situa- 
tions. Without them the country would have been like a pressure cooker 
without a safety valve. One wonders where the lid would have flown by this 
time. 


Keep Going 


The fact that it has gone so well is in itself a remarkable story. Every- 
body will remember the kind of criticism and defamation encountered in the 
creation of the Presidential Council. Yet the favorable change in climate 
ensuing from the talks at the conference table between whites and coloreds 
could not be hindered. 


This was followed up by the government's proposals. Granted that there 
were criticisms and shortcomings, but it is just as true that this also 
created hope and expectancy and there was less place for total frustration 
and despair...the source of food for the agitators and revolutionaries. 


Perhaps the greatest achievement of the past 4 years was that a process, 

which allows reasonable and moderate people of the country to look for a 

solution with renewed faith, was set in motion even though it has had its 
spasmodic and stumbling moments. Whatever adversity may come we must not 
let this much go to waste. 





Dawie believes that the move in this direction should increase as it becomes 
clear to more and more people that the country's problems are not going 

to be resolved by white or non-white extremists. Radicals on both sides 

want to push the country to a confrontation, but the realization that collabo- 
ration is the only feasable alternative must catch on. 


The Sky Is Not Falling 


As the naw initiatives themselves have shown in practice, support for them 
will increase. Has what has already happened in the sports area, in the 

14bor field and in the business world demonstrated that the sky will not 

fall if reforms are made, but that these things have actually led to important 
advantages? 


Of course, there are enormous problems still before us and therefore Mr 
Botha and the government need the greatest possible support. The extremists 
of the country will be doing everything in their power to foil the plans 

for reform. Every delaying action can render the final solution all the 
more difficult and increase the danger that extremists (to the Right and 

to the Left) will be gaining the upper hand. 


But at the same time let there be no doubt about it : Reforms will be 


carried through in a positive manner and with meaning. The creation of 
expectations, no matter how reassuring they may be, is not enough by far. 
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Visible 


It is exactly because prospects bring new visions, helped by better training 
and a higher level in the economic living standards, that the other demands 
will increase and evidently these demands must be satisfied. 


Neither this nor any other government will be able to avoid this. Ths 
is something which an increasing number of people will realize.

Friend and foe will agree that he is certainly not a neutral figure. He 

has been confronting people in a straightforward manner and sometimes this 
has evoked negative reaction. Moreover, he is being regarded as a "dangerous 
man" by many people, because he is knowlingly out to change the entire politi- 
cal order of things. 


For this reason the strategy of defamation is being set against him and 
this defamation is finding expression in the name calling he gets from the 
Left and the Right. 


These names (I want to mention a few of them) represent evidence of the 
old tactic of defamation by trying to obliterate a person's strong points 
by making assertions to the contrary. 


The P.W. Wait a Little - this is the name given to him by the Progressive 
Federal Party press...because he is hesitant, offering too little in his 
reforms and refusing to cut through the Gordian knot. All of this while 
he is exactly the man of action who makes things happen speedily and with 
set objectives. 


P. W. the Water Treader...Here the truth is that he unequivocally rejects 
any adherence to the status quo and that he is on the road to the introduction 
of a new era. He has a problem: Orientation to a solution. 


P. W. the Give Away...This cries out to heaven the unreasonability of this 
name, because exactly the opposite is true. His reform movement is most 
deeply motivated by self-preservation, guarantees for civilized standards, 
white leadership and initiative in the reform movement and survival for 
all in South Africa's time of crisis.

For 3 years and more he has had patience against the subversion and back 
stabbing in his party. His style is that of developing a broader basis 
for decision-making and what he has in mind is out in the open, even ior 
criticism. He delegates and debates. 


Fortunately, however, P. W. Botha is no little angel, because such a strange 
human attribute would be inconvenient in a world of flesh and blood with 

its warped situations, faulty judgments and all the other not so nice things 
of a hard mundane reality. Errors of judgment form a part of governing 
actively. 


After 4 years I ask the entire country - Coloreds, blacks, Progressives, 
Treurnicht followers, doubters, enemies and supporters and the whole czboodle 
to consider the following things with respect to the prime minister: 


P. W. Botha has, to a great extent, led us away from a checkmate situation 

by extricating us from the quagmire of stagnation. Constitutional stagnation, 
consolidation dilemmas, decentralization vagueness, confusion about political 
paths, foreign affairs impasses, bogged down negotiations, hermaphroditism 

in the Nationalist Party...and I could go on. His merit lies in the fact 
that he has tried to break open dead end streets. 


P. W. Botha has injected a new atmosphere into our politics. The atmosphere 
of listening to the reality of things instead of persisting indwelling within 
shades of wishful thinking. The choice of the crossroads instead of the 
weighing of the pros and cons which has left everything unchanged. 


The style of negotiating as opposed to the bossing around which passes commands 
down the scale and the style of think before you start, instead of the ad 
hoc random hit and trample. 


He has brought a climate of hope in our politics and we have gotten rid 
of pessimisn. 


With objective management in our policy P. W. Botha has come up with the 
formulation of objectives and has put into practice procedures and phases 
to attain these objectives. 


In the first 4 year test he has succeeded excellently. What South Africa 
has got as a leade is a path explorer harbinger and planner. This in itself 
is a renewal. 











The following test (naturally not entirely in the prime minister's hands) 

is whether his initiative will be accepted by all those involved. If the 
jigsaw puzzle fits, as he is about to estimate, the picture will be complete: 
A new South Africa which will have a chance to overcome its problems. 


Certainly the prime minister will not be sitting around with hands folded 
waiting for the harvest of his plantings. There are still enormous roadblocks 
against which the P. W. Botha government may get seriously stuck. 


I mention a few of them: Giving form to a confederation in such a manner 

that black participation in our intercommunity is satisfied; the breaking 

away from the thinking that blacks in the republic can satisfy their desires 

in South Africa only through their homelands. This is something which must 
take place otherwise this will wreck many other initiatives. The clearer 
elimination of discrimination will open up one door, but if we keep on dwelling 
in the lack of this we will not get over this difficulty. There is also 

the South-West, a new education of the order of things.... 


There are many tests ahead. 
There is one test for which I have a lot of hope and that is that the prime 


minister will find acceptance with flying colors, among Afrikaaners and 
whites, for his reforms as a new policy. 


RAPPORT wants to wish the prime minister success as he enters the fifth 
year of his administration.

[Text] At least 647 South African Defence Force personnel have died in accidents 
since the beginning of 1979. 


In the same period more than 3 900 servicemen were inj @iha in shooting, explosive 
or road accidents, according to figures given in Paratus, the official SADF maga- 
zine. 


Against this, 107 national servicemen have died in combat. About 45 other members, 
including Permanent Force, are also believed to have been killed. 


Paratus quoted Major-General M J du Plessis, the Inspector-General of the Army, as 
saying that explosive and shooting accidents had caused 144 deaths and 1 090 
injuries since 1979. They happened in South Africa and the operational area. 


The toll of 144 does not include the five servicemen who deaths were announced 
yesterday. 


They were killed in a hand-grenade accident in the operational area at a weapons 
demonstration, an SADF statement said. 


The men were: Candidste Officer Casper Geustyn (20) of Bethlehem; Lance-Corporal 
Edgar Wessels (19) of Avondson Farm near Kroonstad; Lance-Corporal Jacobus Meyer 
(19) of Warden; Candidate Officer Paul Venter (19) of Bloemfontein; and Lance- 
Corporal Alan Jones (19) of Maritzburg. 

Others were injured, but the SADF has not disclosed how many, or given any names. 


The Chief of the SADF, General Contand Viljoen, has expressed sympathy with nex 
of-kin of the dead and injured. 


There will be an inquiry into the accident. 


Since 1979, road accidents have killed 498 servicemen and injured 2 898. 
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"If operations had claimed as many casualties, there would have been an outcry," 
said Major-General du Plessis.

GLOWING PICTURE OF BLACKS--A magazine called "THE NEW SOUTH AFRICA--A UNIQUE 
OPPORTUNITY," which is being distributed overseas, paints a glowing picture of the 
lives of blacks. The author is Dr Jan Marais, former MP for Pinetown. Dr Marais 
says: "Yes, we still have racism, colour discrimination and denial of certain 
human rights, But every day more and more whites are agonising and changing 
their attitudes towards it. In fact, more changes for the better have taken place 
in South Africa during the last three years than the previous 300." The magazine 
says there are 3 000 witch-doctors in Soweto and 50 000 cars. "Soweto is not a 
Slum, and its people are better housed than most USA ghetto dwellers, Soweto is 
self-governing, with a mayor and a city council with powers which surpass those 
of South Africa's white mmicipalities." Dealing with the wage gap between blacks 
and whites, it said this was caused by the fact that South Africa was the "meeting 
ground” of First and Third World economies. Referring to the homelands, the maga- 
zine said Transkei utilised only about five percent of its agricultural potential, 
yet its standard of living and education was superior to 85 percent of the rest 
of black Africa. Bophuthatswana was arid, but had two-thirds of the world's plati- 
num reserves. Venda has a higher per capita income than 28 other African states, 
and its economic growth rate was higher than that of 45 African states. Dr 
Marais said: "There may be tough times ahead for a few years while the marxist- 
inspired onslaught is stepped-up, with South Africa obviously one of its prime 
targets of destabilisation and ultimate takeover. Nonetheless, South Africa, on 
the side of the West, believes the West will win."

[Text] DAR-ES-SALAAM, October 22--Tanzania has repaid part of its loan to the 
World Bank, giving rise to a hope that the Bank will soon start releasing 
blocked funds for development projects in the country. 


World Bank deputy resident representative Ken Kwaku said that 4.05 million 
dollars were repaid two weeks ago out of a total debt of 14.4 million dollars 
which should have been cleared by last June. 


Failure to meet that deadline led the World Bank to suspend payments on 43 
Bank-funded projects, and the Bank's director for Country Programmes in East 
Africa J. Craske said three weeks ago that resumption of funding would depend 
on how soon Tanzania could pay off the outstanding debt. 


Tanzanian officials blamed the shortfall on the country's economic crisis and 
lack of foreign exchange reserves. 


Mr. Craske and his Regional Vice-President for Eastern Africa Willy Wapenhans 
were in Tanzania recently to discuss the Bank-funded projects with the Govern- 
ment. Official sources confirmed that the Bank had agreed to allow certain 
schemes to continue, including drilling for gas in Southern Tanzania, and 
educational programmes. 


Mr. Kwaku said he was confident that the recent pledge by Finance Minister 
Amir Jamal that Tanzania would clear the Bank loans would be fulfilled. He 
also noted that the Bank was sympathetic to Tanzania's recently launched 
economic structural adjustment programme, although he admitted that there were 
some differences between the two sides during past negotiations.

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BANK OF ZAMBIA GOVERNOR CLARIFIES IMF LOAN CONDITIONS

[Text] Bank of Zambia Governor Mr Bitwell Kuwani has said that the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) conditions on its K800 million facility to Zambia did not in- 
clude the devaluation of the Kwacha or closure of loss-making copper mines. 


Clarifying a report which appeared in the October 13 issue of the Zambia DAILY 
MAIL, Mr Kuwani said he had made it clear when he answered a query on the matter 
that the two issues were not part of the IMF terms which Zambia had to adhere to. 


Mr Kuwani said his reply to the reporter's query was as follows: "The IMF had not 
told the government to devalue the Kwacha to my knowledge. Whenever the govern- 
ment will be told to devalue they will tell the Central Bank and both you and I 
will know that day. 


"I know that very often IMF conditions are always associated with devaluation of a 
country's currency but no country devalues without examining the pros and cons 
of the devaluation." 


On whether the IMF had demanded the closure of loss-making mines, Mr Kuwani re- 
peated what President Kaunda had said recently that some minority shareholders 
had suggested to the Government that loss-making mines should be shut. 


Mr Kuwani also stated that he was incorrectly quoted as having said that Zambia 
had reduced its credit pipelines from K500 million to K390 million. 


In fact, Mr Kuwani told his audience that Zambia's extended facility of K800 mil- 
lion had been stopped because of a breach of two conditions, namely the failure to 
reduce the pipeline arrears from K500 million to K390 million; and because Zambia 
had overshot the aggregate credit criterion to the economy through commercial 
banks as set by the IMF.

The visit by the two officials followed the one by Zambia Railways general mana- 
ger, Mr Basil Monze made to India recently. 


While there, Mr Monze toured and visited RITES offices, plants and workshops. 
He also held talks on further co-operation between then. 


Zambia Railways already has a number of experts from RITES working at their work- 
shops in Kabwe, the spokesman said. 


"The talks with Mr Nebwe covered studies on tarrif rates structure for Zambia Rail- 
ways so that the company can operate profitably," he said. 


The spokesman could not however say whether the officials in their talks during 
their four-day stay in the country discussed the proposed Chipata-Mchinji railway 
project to link Zambia and Malawi. 


Zambia Railways has sent out a notice to people with an interest in the land be- 
tween Chipata and the Malawi border that a survey team from the company will start 
surveying that stretch very shortly in connection with the construction of the 
Chipata-Mchinji rail line. 


According to the notice, this may require entering into private land and clearing 
bushes along the proposed alignment.

YOUNG SWEDES--culawayo. Twenty young Swedes have arrived in Zimbabwe as part of 
a six-month agreement signed here last March by the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in Zimbabwe and its Swedish counterpart. The youth will help in reconstruction 
programmes. The seven boys and 11 girls will be stationed in various project- 
centres of the Lutheran Church in Matabeleland and Masvingo until April, 1983. 
The centres include Mnene Hospital, Manama Secondary School, Masvingo Lutheran 
Mission and Bulawayo's Njube Lutheran Youth Centre. Apart from working on recon- 
struction projects they will also conduct a study of Zimbabwean culture and its 
people in cooperation with local youngsters, the chairman of the Lutheran youths 
in Zimbabwe, Cde Enos Moyo, said last month. Cde Moyo said the Swedes would help 
build a dormitory at Manama school, a water tank at the mission, and a drainage 
system at the youth centre.

says the President has assigned the administration of six Acts of Parliament 

to the Minister of Legal and Parliamentary Affairs. The six Acts are: The Con- 
stitution of Zimbabwe Act, the Private Bill Procedure Act, the Public Bodies Pri- 
vate Bill Procedure Act, the Amendments Incorporation Act, the Revised Edition of 
the Laws Act, 1973, and the Electoral Act.
